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Power Failures Again Sock 
Sweltering Areas In East 


Bp the ásmcíated Press 
Blackouts and brownouts af­ 
fected widespread areas of New 
York City, Rhode Island and 
parts of Massachusetts, Ver­ 
mont and New Hampshire. But 
by early today electrical serv­ 
ice was reported back to nor 
mal everywhere. 
A severe thunderstorm was 
blamed for the interruption in 
service throughout New Eng­ 
land, while already sweltering 
New Yorkers were cut off from 
service by feeder cables that 
quit. 
Wednesday’s power loss to 
250,000 customers in Brooklyn 
was traced to four 27,000-volt 
feeder cables. Con Edison esti­ 
mated, however, that only 100 
of the 250,000 persons affected 
suffered a total blackout. 
Elsewhere in the New York 
area, some 40,000 residents of 
the Riverdale section of the 
Anderson Girl 
Killed In Crash

A 17-year-old rural Anderson 
girl was killed early today in a 
one-car crash at the north edge 
of Anderson. 
The victim was Kathy Dug­ 
ger, 17, a passenger in a tar 
driven by Jeffrey Gentry, 17, 
also of rural Anderson. 
Police said Gentry was north­ 
bound on Alexandria Pike at 
the north edge of the city, when 
he apparently lost control of 
the vehicle. It went off the 
road, hit a utility pole and 
came to rest on the lawn of a 
house. 
Officers said Gentry was 
charged with reckless homi­ 
cide, driving under the in­ 
fluence of alcohol, and public 
intoxicaton. He suffered minor 
injures. 
Also injured in the crash 
were the1 victim’s brother, Neil, 
18, and Jill Yanderbur, 16, ru­ 
ral Anderson. 


Bronx did without power for 
several hours Wednesday night, 
and 15,000 persons in. West­ 
chester County lost power from 
early in the afternoon until 
after 9 p.m. 
The power failures in the 
New York area abetted the 
weather woes of city dwellers 
beset by 94-degree tempera­ 
tures and the fourth con­ 
secutive day of a massive air 
inversion that has created the 
worst smog of the year. 
Con Ed said it supplied a 
record 7,872,000 kilowatts of 
electricity between 3 and 4 p.m. 
On Wednesday night, light­ 
ning during a thunderstorm 
knocked 
out two generator 
plants in Providence, R.I., 
blacking out most of the state 
for more than two hours. 
During the outage, traffic tie- 
ups became a serious problem 
and several minor accidents 
were reported. At one inter­ 
section, David Hansen, 23, of 
Providence, stood, in the rain 
and directed other motorists 
with a flashlight. 
Nearly 46' communities in 
eastern Massachusetts reported 
power failures, and Boston Edi­ 
son Co. reported that 11 major 
circuits had failed. 
In Blackstone, Mass., a tax­ 
payers group continued to de­ 
bate a controversial local issue 
for 55 minutes after the lights 
went out in the town hall. 
Parts of southern New Hamp­ 
shire, including Nashua, Merri­ 
mack and Hudson, lost up to 
five hours of power because 
power lines were felled by high 
winds. 
New York City’s health com­ 
missioner, Joseph A. Cimino, 
said a spot check indicated a 
rise in deaths among persons 
suffering from respiratory or 
coronary ailments. He blamed 
it on the lingering mass of stag­ 
nant, polluted air over the city. 
Before the storm, air pollu­ 
tion alerts were placed in effect 
over central Massachusetts and 
all of Connecticut.

Dr. Bowen also pointed out 
that the most serious problem 
with the current property tax 
situation is the heavy burden on 
the elderly and retired persons. 
“Its a pitiful thing when elderly 
people are forced to sell their 
homes because thy can*i aford 
to pay the property taxes,” he 
stated. 
During the press conference, 
Dr. Bowen offered a plan to 
insure that property taxes would 
not. be increased once' some re­ 
lief was given. “First, there 
should be a reduction or the up­ 
per limíte spent for schools 
from property taxes. .Secondly, 
a local property tax control 
board should be established. 
And thirdly, a state property 
tax control board should be 
created,” he said. 
Speaking on other areas. Dr 
Bowen stated, “I truly feel we’­ 
re going through a crisis of 
competance, not only in govern­ 
ment, but also in society in gen­ 
eral. There is a lack of credi­ 
bility from many elected of­ 
ficials. They talk in glowing 
terms of possibilties—not real­ 
ities. Youth especially wants to 
hear the truth and there have 
been too many broken premis­ 
es. We've got to listen to the 
people-more than that, we have 
to hear them and then translate 
this into action.” 
Regarding the upcoming elec­ 
tion, he said, “I think that most 
Republicans are pleased that 
Senator McGovern is the Demo­ 
cratic candidate. But wc should­ 
n’t underestimate the strength 
of the Welsh-McGovern ticket.” 
Dr. Bowen also addressed 
himself to the current doctor 
shortage in Indiana. “One ol the 
problems has been that too 
many young doctors aren’t con­ 
sidering general practice. To 
help solve this problem, just 
last year we helped create the 
new Family Practice Depart­ 
ment at Indiana University 
There is still much to oe done, 
but 1 believe this is a step in 
the right direction.” 
Dr. Bowen is making numer­ 
ous stops throughout th,» state 
to make his views known to the 
people, and in turn, demonstrate 
that he is ready to he-.r their 
views.

Self-Service 
Gas Stations 
Under Study 
INDIANAPOLIS (AP)—An ef­ 
fort to legalize self-service 
gasoline stations in Indiana has 
triggered a legislative study of 
all state laws governing fire 
prevention. 
T he Legislative 
Council, 
which has been looking into the 
self-service stations, expanded 
the study Wednesday at the re­ 
quest of Sen. Keith McCormick. 
R-Lebanon. He is chairman of 
the flammable liquids task 
force. 
Two public hearings on the 
stations brought much testi­ 
mony both for and against the 
proposal, 
McCormick 
said. 
However, the task force deter­ 
mined the legislature has given 
the state fire marshal and the 
State Fire Prevention Commis­ 
sion authority to allow self- 
service gas stations without 
new laws. 
Moreover, the task force 
found many inconsistencies in 
laws covering operation of the 
two agencies, McCormick said. 
“I’m convinced the statutes 
governing the fire marshal’s of­ 
fice and the fire prevention 
commission should be clari­ 
fied.” 
“It’s not. very clear as to 
who’s boss, who sets policies, 
who does the hiring and firing, 
and so on,” said James Proc­ 
tor, Legislative Council staff 
member assigned to the task 
force. 
He said state fire prevention 
laws have 24 sections. The laws 
originally were passed in 1913, 
amended in 1927 and amended 
extensively after an explosion 
at the state fairgrounds coli­ 
seum nearly 10 years ago. 
“Basically, we’d be studying 
the reorganization of a state 
agency,” Proctor said.

Wednesday P.M. 
Indiana State Police investi­ 
gated a one-car accident north 
of New Salem on CR450E Wed­ 
nesday afternoon in which a 
man was hospitalized with seri­ 
ous burns. 
Trooper Bob Cooley reports a 
car towing a light trailer and 
driven by Alton Wilson. 65, R.

Wilson’s vehicle left the road 
on the right side, traveling 100 
feet, striking a Public Service 
Company utility pole. The im­ 
pact apparently caused gasoline 
in the car to explode, setting the 
car on fire. Wilson was severely 
burned on his face, chest, and 
legs. The rural fire truck was 
sent to the scene. 
Wilson was taken to Rush 
Memorial hospital, where he 
was admitted. The car was a 
total loss, and a riding mower 
aboard the trailer was dam­ 
aged to the extent of an esti­ 
mated $50. with $200 damages to 
the utility pole, and $50 to the 
fence on the Paul Thorpe farm. 
In another accident investi­ 
gated by the Sheriff’s depart­ 
ment early today, a woman was 
severely cut on the forehead and 
required hospitilization.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
smallest draft callup sines 
April, 4.800 men. has been an­ 
nounced for September by the 
Selective Service. 
The draft will extend to men 
with lottery numbers no higher 
than 75. the same ceiling as in 
August. 
Acting draft drector Byron 
V. Peptone said Wednesday 
that sufficient men are avail­ 
able at number 75 and below. 
They include men classified as 
1A and 1AO who recently lost 
deferments or whose intt»ai 
postponements of induction ex­ 
pire during September. 
Men with numbers through 
100 are being ordered for pro- 
induction physical exams, al­ 
though officials say the ceilifi;i 
could remain at 75 through the 
year. 
The September callup raises 
the total for the year to 35,900. 
The Defense Department has 
put its 1972 draft needs at 
50,000. The Army is inducting 
all draftees. 


McGovern 
Vote Beats 
Nixon Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate today rejected 47 to 46 
President Nixon’s proposal that 
the $1.60 an hour minimum 
wage be raised to $2 rather 
than the $2.20 supported by 
Democrats. 
The defeated Republican sub­ 
stitute for the Democratic bill 
also would have eliminated pro­ 
visions extending coverage of 
the wages and hours law' to 8.4 
million new workers. 
Sen. George McGovern, the 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nee, flew back to Washington 
from South Dakota t o vote 
against the Nixon measure. His 
presence contributed to the one- 
vote margin. 
Even though the substitute 
was rejected, senators opposed 
to various sections of the bill 
planned to offer individual 
amendments to eliminate them 
or cut them back. 
Rapist Given 
Life Sentence 
INDIANAPOLIS (API — A 
19-year-old Indianapolis boy. 
Perry Lee Lynch, has been sen­ 
tenced to life imprisonment for 
the kidnaping and rape of two 
of three women abducted at 
gunpoint in a parking lot near 
the Indiana State Fairgrounds 
last year. 
Lynch was found guilty June 
30 of rape and kidnap. The jury 
recommended two to 21 years 
in prison on the rape charge 
and a life sentence for the kid­ 
naping.

Old Railroad 
Issue Settled 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Rail- 
road industry and union offi­ 
cials announced today settle­ 
ment of what was described as 
the nation's longest running la­ 
bor dispute, the one involving 
appointment of railroad fire 
men. 
The settlement of the dispute, 
which dates back some 35 
years, calls for preservation of 
the jobs of some 18,000 present­ 
ly employed firemen and re­ 
quires all vacancies for rail­ 
road engineers to come from 
firemen’s ranks.

U. S., Reds Fail To Reach 
Agreement At Peace Talks 


PARIS (AP) — The United 
States and North Vietnam re­ 
mained split today on the issue 
of a cease-fire and political set­ 
tlement for Vietnam despite a 
new round of secret talks. 
There was no indication at 
the 151st session of the peace 
conference that the secret ren­ 
dezvous in Paris Wednesday 
between Henry A. Kissinger, 
presidential adviser, and North 
Vietnamese leaders had made 
progress in settling the basic is­ 
sue of who should control pow­ 
er in Saigon. 
Debate on the issue of a 
cease-fire marked much of the 
argument in the plenary ses­ 
sion. 
U.S. Ambassador William J. 
Porter asked the Communists 
to 
say “what is wrong” with 
President Nixon’s May 8 pro­ 
posal for an internationally su­ 
pervised cease-fire throughout 
Indochina. 
In another mild speech sim­ 
ilar to his new style of last 
week. Porter asked the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong: 
“Why not tell us frankly why it 
is difficult for you to entertain 
this proposal, which would end 
the killing promptly? ... 
“We would also like to hear 
more from you on the subject 
of 
the four-month period we 
have proposed for the with­ 
drawal of all our farces from 
South Vietnam once such a 
cease-fire has begun and the 
prisoners of war are released. 
It appears logical to us to 
create an atmosphere which 
would facilitate, not hinder, po­ 
litical discussions among Viet­ 
namese.” 
Speaking to newsmen as he 
left the session. Porter said: 
“Today there was perhaos a 
slight improvement in the tone 
of 
the exchanges but nothing 
discernible of substance.”

complained 
that 
the 
United States still has proposed 
nothing new to the conference. 


O’Brien Will 
Head Campaign 
For McGovern 
WASHINGTON (API — Son. 
George McGovern today ap 
pointed former Democratic Na­ 
tional Chairman Lawrence F. 
O’Brien to head his presidential 
campaign. 
The nominee said O’Brien 
will he given a role concerned 
with unifying the support of 
Democrats and other “con­ 
cerned Americans.” 
McGovern said O’Brien will 
be his 
“national campaign 
chairman’’ and in that role 
“will be a foremost consuliant 
on the over-riding goal which 
will be to unify the support of 
key Democrats across the coun­ 
try.” 
The senator said O’Brien 
will be his liaison with Demo­ 
crats in Congress. Democratic 
governors, mayors, and state 
legislative leaders. 
He said O'Brien will also be 
his chief contact with officials 
of the Democratic Party and 
organized labor. 


The delegates agreed to meet 
again next Thursday.

A further indication that 
agreement was not near came 
from Radio Havana, which re­ 
ported that Mrs. Binh would ar­ 
rive in Cuba this weekend for 
the anniversary celebration of 
the Castro revolution and stay 
six days. 
Xuan Thuv, the chief of 
Hanoi’s delegation in Paris, at­ 
tended the meeting Wednesday 
between Kissinger and Tho, 
which lasted 6Vi hours. 
It was the first between Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s chief foreign pol­ 
icy adviser and North Vietnam­ 
ese leaders since the United 
States suspended the weekly, 
semipublic peace talks in early 
May. The weekly sessions re­ 
sumed last Thursday and it is 
believed that the North Viet­ 
namese refused to hold secret 
talks unless they did. 
Weakened Wallace Will Not Run 
For President, Chicago Paper Says 
CHICAGO (AP) — The Chi­ 
cago Tribune reported in its 
Thursday editions that it has 
learned Alabama Gov. George 
<’. Wallace will not be on the 
November ballot as a candidate 
for president. 
The newspaper did not dis­ 
close its sources in the story 
but said it was informed of the 
development Wednesday. 
The story said Wallace’s deci­ 
sion reportedly stemmed from 
his physical condition following 
the May 15 attempt on his life 
at a Laurel, Md., shopping cen­ 
ter.“Wallace’s refusal to repeat 
his 1968 thud paily candidacy 
will help President Nixon »nd 
may tie decisive, according to 
strategists in both major polti- 
cal parties,” the story said. 
“Wallace’s decision not to 
run reportedly was based upon 
his physical condition. The 
spotlight has been on the paral­ 
ysis of his legs, but a phvsician 
close to ihe case said multiple 
bullet wounds wrecked some 
normal functions so that he is 
weakening. Minor surgery per­ 
formed yesterday was said to 
be of no significance,” the page

Russia Admits 
Advisers Are 
Leaving Egypt 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
government says the military 
personnel it sent to Egypt have 
done their job and now- they’re 
coming home. 
A statement by the govern­ 
ment 
news 
agency 
Tass 
Wednesday night was the first 
disclosure to the Soviet people 
of something President Anwar 
Sadat of Egypt announced 24 
hours before. But while Sadat 
made clear that he had told 
Moscow to get its military ad­ 
visers out of Egypt because the 
Kremlin hadn’t given him more 
advanced offensive weapons to 
use against Israel, the Soviet 
statement gave no hint of this. 
Tass said a “ number of So­ 
viet military personnel” 
had 
been in Egypt at the request of 
the Cairo government, and they 
have 
finished 
teaching 
the 
Egyptians how to “ master So­ 
viet military equipment.” 


“Now the Soviet military per­ 
sonnel in the Arab Republic of 
Egypt 
have 
completed 
their 
functions,” 
the 
news 
agency 
said. “With the awareness of 
this, after an exchange of opin­ 
ions, the sides deemed it ex­ 
pedient to bring back to the So­ 
viet Union the military person­ 
nel that had been sent to the 
Arab Republic of Egypt for a 
limited period.” 
Tass said the advisers had 
been on temporary assignments 
to help ensure Egypt's “defense 
potential in the face of Israeli 
aggression.” 
“Both sides have many times 
expressed 
their 
satisfaction 
with the effectivenes of such 
measures,” Tass said, adding 
that Moscow “ plans to continue 
developing and strengthening in 
every way its relations” with 
Egypt.

grand jury for allegedly diver­ 
ting to the athletic department 
federal student-aid money. 
The 32-count indictment, is­ 
sued 
Wednesday 
in 
Billings, 
charged 
Swarthout, 
adminis­ 
trative vice president George 
Mitchell and three other per­ 
sons conspired to illegally use 
such money. 
The 
indictment 
contended 
among other things that athlet­ 
es were paid from work-study 
funds for nonexistent jobs. 
Robert T. Pantzer, university 
president, could not be reached 
for comment but another offi­ 
cial said the school would have 
nothing to say until receiving 
official notification of the in­ 
dictment. 
Copies, of the indictment were 
released by U.S. Atty. Otis L. 
Paekwood in Billings, who said 
$227,000 in student-aid money 
was siphoned off by the athletic 
department. 
Also charged were former as­ 
sistant football coach John El- 
way, assistant football coach 
William Betcher, and athletic 
department business manager 
Earl Martetl. 
Paekwood 
said 
from 
1965 
through January of this year 
the university received $4.1 mil­ 
lion in student-aid money, 80 
per cent of it from the federal 
government and the rest, in 
state funds. He said that $431,- 
516 of the total was allocated to 
students 
connected 
with 
the 
athletic department and that of 
their money, $203,704 went to 
the students and the balance of 
$227,812 was deposited to the 
use of the department. 
The department’s budget had 
been slashed dramatically in 
recent years, largely due to 
protests from the student body 
about Swarthout’s use of money 
raised from student fees. 
All five of the defendants 
were charged in the first count 
with conspiring from January 
of 1967 to April of 1972 to de­ 
fraud the United States govern­ 
ment.

REVIVE RAIL MUSEUM (?) 
Action on the part of Penn Central 
Railroad in seeking to abandon its tracks 
from Westport to Greensburg sounded 
the death knell for operations of Indiana 
Rail Museum, Inc., at Westport. 
The result has been removal of cars 
and equipment from the former location 
at Westport. Elimination of a tourist at­ 
traction for Westport is regretted by citi­ 
zens of both that community and Greens­ 
burg. 
Recognition should 'be made to many 
who toiled for hours at hard manual 
labor in working on the project at West­ 
port. Volunteers gained considerable pro­ 
ficiency in operating locomotive and in- 
terurban equipment. 
Initially, the officers and directors at 
the time of incorporation in 1961 were 
from several sections of Decatur County. 
The Westport area had some advantages 
for a facility of this character, including 
a ride across a scenic wooden trestle. 
However, the project for over a decade 
was under-financed, although it had a 
potential and made a small profit during 
its last operating year. 
Additionally, the present roster of 
some 100 members of the rail museum 
group is largely from Indianapolis and 
Cincinnati. Their prime concern is estab­ 
lishment of a rail museum not too far 
from the two cities. In all probability, 
they would have favored continuance at 
Westport, if Penn Central had not decid­ 
ed to abandon tracks between Westport 
and Greensburg. 
As reorganized for the ensuing year at 
a recent meeting in the City Hall here, 
the new officers and board members 
hope that the project can be revived. 
They are hoping to lease or acquire the 
railroad tracks between Greensburg and 
Sandusky, if suitable arrangements can 
be made with Penn Central. 
As currently envisioned, a rail museum 
and yards would be located northwest of 
the city limits near the tunnel through 
which the tracks pass under Interstate 
74. It is pointed out that switching fa­ 
cilities are available at Sandusky. 
While this represents a change in for­ 
mat from the planning a decade ago, it 
was deemed to be necessary, in view of 
the Penn Central decision to abandon 
its tracks. 
Railway museums in a number of 
places in the nation have proved to be 
popular tourist attractions. Hopefully, 
the objectives of the rail museum group, 
as reorganized, can be achieved.

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One of the biggest, best, most 
progressive, are but a few oi 
the superlatives which can be 
applied to the Indiana School fo>* 
the Deaf. 
Enrollment of some 750 stu­ 
dents on either a residential or 
day basis makes the institution 
one of the largest in the United 
States. It is also one of the old­ 
est, established by an act of the 
Legislature in 1844. 
William Willard, a teacher at 
the Ohio School for the Deal, 
came to Indianapolis in 1S43 
wih the intention of establish­ 
ing a private school for the deaf. 
The school was opened with six 
students, and the StaL Legisla­ 
ture succeeded in making Mr. 
Willard’s private school the stx- 
the state school for the deaf to 
be established in this country. 
In 1066, the student council 
erected a statue in the Indianap­ 
olis Willard Park, site of the 
first school. 
In 1846. Indiana was the first 
state to provide for universal 
f ree education for deaf chi’dren 
providing food and living expen­ 
ses for students at the school. 
A 1901 law made school alien 
dance for deaf children compul­ 
sory until age 16. The School 
w'as moved to its present laca­ 
tón just north of the State Fair­ 
grounds in 1911. The 'arge and 
beautiful campus has modern 
buildings planned, designed and 
equipped to give the deaf child 
the education he need to com­ 
pete with hearing students. 
A preschool and two prepata- 
tory years prepare pupils for 
the first grade. Alfred Lamb, 
having served as assistant sup­ 
erintendent and principal, was 
named to lead the institution 
in 1067. The personable Mr. 
Lamb has made several firsts 
for the school. 
He told me: “Over 90 per 
cent of the deaf children have 
hearing parents. Few parents 
are prepared to cope with the 
problems of providing proper 
care and education for their 
deaf child when they first learn 
of their child’s hearing impair­ 
ment. Parents thus are almost 
totally unprepared for the heart­ 
aches, disappointments, misin­ 
formation and judgements that 
lie ahead. 
The school has prepared a 
Parents Handbook, faelpfu1 for 
orientation of both parents and 
children. Maintaining connection 
with the home while at the 
school is most meaningful, and 
parents are urged to write let­ 
ters and visit the classrooms 
frequently. 
The 13,000 volume library out­ 
grew its quarters and had to be 
moved to a gym-sized room. The 
school 
received 
nation-wide 
publicity in solving the problem 
of lining children along the cor­ 
ridors and passing books to the 
new location. Industrial Arts and 
Vocational programs are an in­ 
tegral. part of the' total educa­ 
tion, starting at the sixth grade 
level. 
Official Opinion 
Given On State 
Garnishee Law 
INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP) 
- 
Atty. Gen. Theodore L Sendak 
issued an official opinion today 
saying garnishment of an indi­ 
vidual’s income is limited to 25 
per cent of his income in ex­ 
cess of $48 per week. 
He issued the opinion at the 
request of William H. Lanam, 
commissioner of the Indiana 
Department of Labor, who 
noted differences between the 
laws covering garnishment pro­ 
ceedings and the 1971 Indi ina 
Consumer Credit Code. 
Garnishment is a method 
through which a person or com­ 
pany can collect debts by hav­ 
ing an employer withhold pay­ 
ments from the employe's pay- 
check. 
Under the 1897 garnishment 
law, the amount which could be 
withheld was limited to 10 per 
cent, of the employe’s income 
over $15 per week. 
The new' law limits garnish­ 
ments to 25 per cent of the per­ 
son’s income in excess of 30 
times the federal minimum 
hourly wage.

Unusual Winter Hard 
On Shrubs And Trees 


LAFAYETTE. IND. — Many 
Hoosier homeowners have been 
baffled and concerned by the 
behavior of their shurbs and 
trees this year. . .and rightfully 
to. 
In some cases perennial bloom­ 
ers failed to bud or suffered ex­ 
tensive damage. Yet others, for 
some unexplained reason, came 
through the winter without trou­ 
ble. 
Cause of this phenomenon was 
the unusual weather pattern last 
fall and winter, says 'Dr. Har­ 
rison Flint, Purdue University 
associate professor of horticul­ 
ture. Two extreme temperature 
dips came with little warning, 
he adds, and plants were unable 
to harden off properly. 
Flint reminds that every fall 
dramatic changes take place 
in shrubs and trees. 
•‘We see the external changes 
in the color of the tree leaves.” 
he explains. “ But the internal 
changes collectively called hard­ 
ening, enable many plants to 
withst and sub -zero t e m pera tur­ 
es during the winter. 'These 
same plants would be killed, by 
temperature just a few degrees 
below 
freezing 
in 
the 
sum­ 
m er.” 
In the spring the reverse pro­ 
cess, dehardening, takes place, 
he says. The horticulturist also 
notes that plants harden and 
deharden at different rates. 
What occurred last fall was a 
sudden temperature drop with­ 
out a conditioning period. Fall 
was extremely warm. The tem­ 
perature never dropped below 
35 degrees until Nov. 1. Then 
on Nov. 4, the first frost ap­ 
peared. and by Nov. 8 a low of 
13 above was recorded. 
During the remainder of the 
year 
temperatures 
averaged 
above normal for the most part. 
But early in January, 1972, the 
mercury slid from 26 above to 
zero in 24 hours, recovered for 
a week, then dipped again on 
January 14 to one below. Tht 
next three days brought -13, -20, 
and -18 readings, for a very le 
vere drop. 
Hard hit in Indian were many 
types of viburnums, privet hedg­ 
es, young plants in outdoor nur­ 
series, oriental arborvitae, for- 
sythia, and some trees—such 
as the peach. Carpathian walnut 
and golden raintree. 
‘ High fall temperatures en­ 
couraged the doublefile vibur­ 
num to keep on growing,” patata 
out Flint. “Then the sudden 
temperature drop caught it un­ 
prepared. Leather leaf viburnum 
—used mostly in southern Indi­ 
ana—and Linden, fra grans and 
tea viburnums were also damag­ 
ed.” 
The Korean spice and cran­ 
berry bush viburnums, which 
halt growth early in the sum­ 
mer, came through the winter 
extremely well. Spurea. lilac and

soups, meatloaves. Chop them 
to add to sandwich fillings for 
a zesty taste. 
Green peppers are very good 
prepared the Italian way by 
cutting them into strips and sau­ 
teing them briefly in garlic- 
flavored olive oil. Use green 
peppers, too, as attractive con­ 
tainers for serving salad mix­ 
tures. 
For best quality peppers, se­ 
lect those that are fresh, firm, 
and thick-fleshed with bright 
green color or with some red. 
Keep them cool and humid and 
use within a few days.

In most cases, these will re­ 
cover, the horticulturist predicts 
but perhaps not in a single sea­ 
son He says much depends on 
the plant's root system. If the 
root system was in good shape, 
recovery should be rapid. 
Young plants in outdoor nur­ 
series. including many decidu­ 
ous shrubs, took a beating. At 
Purdue’s horticulture nursery, 
several new plants under experi­ 
mentation were wiped out. 
Horticulturists 
have warned 
about 
oriental 
arborvitac’s 
(golden globe’s) lack of hardi­ 
ness. Not readily adaptable to 
northern 
Indiana 
climate, 
it 
nevertheless has survived some 
recent winters. This winter prov­ 
ed the horticulturists right. 
oSme plants survived without 
difficulty, Flint says. Dogwood 
and magnolias came through 
better than expected, and most 
common shade trees showed bt- 
tle damage. Two hydrangeas— 
snowball and oakleaf—suffered 
less injury than usual. 
The unusutl weather nattern 
and the ability of some plants 
to withstand the sudden chang­ 
es is causing horticulturists to 
re-evaluate tome shrubs and 
trees. But the faH-winter tem­ 
perature pattern ta considered 
less titan a once n 50-year phe­ 
nomenon. 
What should homeowners de 
about 
damaged 
ahnibs 
and 
trees? 
In cases where only the flow­ 
er buds were damaged, time 
will take earn of the situation, 
says Flint. Where branches have 
been 
killed, 
he 
recommends 
pruning to tho live wood. He 
also has this word of caution. 
People often give up on things 
too toon. Some plants may have 
a delayed reeevery, he aays, te 
don't count your shrub er tree 
out too quiekly.

The smooth, mellow 
flavor and the rich, fleahy tex­ 
ture of plums and fresh prunas 
insure their excellence as fruits 
to eat out of hand. They’re de­ 
licious stewed, or ia puddings 
and pies. These fruits contribute 
useful amounts of vitamins A 
and C as well as other vitamina 
and minerals. They should ha 
plump, clean, fresh-appearing, 
full-colored for the variety. If 
hard, it sometimes takoa three 
or four days for them te soften 
at room temperature. Give them 
time to reach their best, then 
keep them cold and humid, and 
use as soon as possible.

With their contribution of vita­ 
min C, vitamin A and other vita­ 
mins and minerals, fresh fruit# 
and vegetables continue to be a 
mainstay of tha national diet, al­ 
though there has been a great 
increase in use of processed 
foods of many kinds. People in 
the U. S. last year used 55 bil­ 
lion pounds of these fresh pro­ 
ducts, or 262 pounds for every 
man, woman and child. 
It is more correct to say peo­ 
ple “used” these foods rather 
than “consumed” them, since 
there is some loss between farm 
and home and considerable loss 
in the home. Yet the losses are 
minor compared to the enor­ 
mous amounts eaten. 
It has often been prophesied 
that we are headed for almost 
a total diet of processed or syn­ 
thesized foods. This is not only 
undesirable but doubtful. Per 
capita 
consumption 
of 
fresh 
vegetables, other than potatoes, 
for example, has been relative­ 
ly stable since 1960. Fresh po­ 
tato consumption has trended 
down but is still a full half of the 
total Fresh non-citrus fruit con­ 
tinues to be well over half the 
total of such fruit used. Per cap­ 
ita consumption of fresh citrus 
fruit is no longer trending down­ 
ward but has been quite stable 
since 1964. Although processed 
citrus juices are highly conven­ 
ient, there is still a large de­ 
mand for fresh oranges, lemons, 
grapefruit, tangerines, and other 
citrus, which have a distinctive 
taste all their own. 
Last year fresh vegetable use 
was 97.3 pounds per capita; 
fresh potatoes 58.7; sweepota- 
toes 3.8; fresh fruits 80.4; and 
melons 21.7.

The best advice comes from 
James L. Williams Jr. of Pur­ 
due University who says: “If 
it's leaves three, let it be.” 
You can be affected by poi­ 
son ivy by contact with leaves, 
broken 
steins, 
smoke 
from 
burning the plants or animals 
that have touched it. 
Except by using chemicals, it 
isn't easy to get rid of poison 
ivy. You’ve got to got all the 
root or it will return. 
To eradicate it, spray Ani­ 
mate, silvex or amino triazole 
on 
plant 
leaves 
during 
the 
growing season but don’t per­ 
mit 
the spray to drift onto 
shrubs, trees or crops. 
Thoroughly 
wet 
the 
plants 
with the chemical, when there 
is no wind. 
Or during the dormant season 
mix one pint of silvex with 
three gallons of fuel ail and ap­ 
ply on the vines. At such time 
other garden plants or flowers 
are less likely to be hurt. 
If garden plants are close by, 


the 
herbicide 
with 
a 
small sponge 
attached to a 
wooden handle or paintbrush. 
The chemical will spread, even 
to the roots. 


It may be possible soon to 
control thatch, a major lawn 
problem, with biological mate* 
rials. But Michigan State Uni­ 
versity turf expert David P. 
Martin says more research is 
needed. 
He told the American Society 
of Agronomy in New York City 
that thus far the best way to 
get rid of thatch is with a time* 
consuming 
mechanical 
deth­ 
atching process. 
Thatch is an accumulation of 
dead leaves, stems and roots 
that increases lawn disease and 
drought problems. 
Seeking something that would 
“eliminate 
thatch 
naturally,” 
Martin injected enyzmes and a 
lignin precursor (ferulic acid) 
into the thatch. He reported 
this cut decomposition time by 
50 per cent. 
“This might be fast enough to 
keep thatch from ever building 
up,” he related.

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Here’s the Answer

Q —In stories about basement 
flooding, I often see the term 
“water table.” I can’t find it in 
my dictionary. Exactly what 
does It m ttn? 
A.—It’s the highest point at 
which there is water in the 
ground. If you had to dig 20 
feet U|to the soil to reach wa­ 
ter, that would be the water 
table. It is not constant, since it 
depends on the kind of soil, the 
season of the year and the 
amount of recent rainfall. Some 
areas of the country have high­ 
er average water tables than 
others. When the level of the 
water rises higher than the low 
point of the basement founda­ 
tion of a house, the pressure 
might eventually cause leaks in 
the basement floor and walls. 
In areas where this is a possi­ 
bility, well-constructed houses 
have drainage tiles around the 
perimeter of the foundation to 
carry the rain water away. 


Q.—How can I tell a termite 
from a flying ant? 
A.—If that means you have 
found one or more around your 
house, better have it checked 


by a profession a i exterminator 
or a county or state entomolo­ 
gist. But if you want to try to 
make an identification by your­ 
self, the termite’s body is of the 
same thickness all the way. 
1 he ant’s body is shaped like 
an hourglass. The termite has 
four wings of the same length. 
I he ant has two short wings 
and two long wings. The ter­ 
mite’s wings are opaque, the 
ant’s transparent. 


Q —There’s a wide crack in our 
old stucco house on one of the 
outside 
walls. 
I’ve 
never 
patched stucco, but have fixed 
cracks in plaster wails. Is the 
procedure the same? 
A.—Yes. Undercut the crack 
so that it is wider at the bottom 
than the top. You’ll need a 
hammer and a cold chisel for 
this. Remove all loose and 
crumbling material. Soak the 
exposed area with water. Apply 
the mortar into the opening, 
packing it as tightly as pos­ 
sible. If the crack is so deep 
that the underneath lath is ex­ 
posed, apply one coat of mortar 
fairly close to the surface, al­ 
low it to harden, then apply a 
second coat. Smooth with a 


trowel. You can buy a factory- 
mixed stucco mortar to which 
only water need be added. 


Q — I intend to make wood 
window awnings from slats 2 
inches wide. How long should 
the slats be? 
A.—It depends on how far 
down you want the awning to 
bang. In other words, how 
much of the window do you 
want to keep shaded? General­ 
ly, awnings of that type are 
about half the length of the 
window frame.

The special 
section sent out questionnaires 
to all persona and companies 
claiming exemption tom Sales 
Tax on. utilities and based upon 
the response received on the 
questonnaire, either approved 
or cancelled the exemptions. 
"We found,” Mathis said. 


“that many businesses, from the 
corner drug store to major 
manufacturing companies, were 
claiming exemption from Sales 
Tax to which they were not en­ 
titled.” 
Mathis said that because of 
the large number of ncorrvct 
exemptions taken on public util­ 
ities, as welt as many other 
purchases, he would recommend 
that the General Assembly care­ 
fully study the area of exemp­ 
tion tom Sales Tax and, if 
necessary, pass legislation to 
strengthen the Department’s 
ability to properly enforce Sales 
Tax. Mathis estimated toe ad­ 
ditional revenue that was col­ 
lected because of the cancella­ 
tion of exemptions as between 
three and four million dollars.

From Private 
Peace Parley 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Hen­ 
ry A. Kissinger, back from his 
14th private session in Paris 
with Hanoi negotiators, appar­ 
ently feels encouraged to hold 
more talks. 
Kissinger, who met with the 
North 
Vietnamese 
in 
the 
French capital for six and one- 
half hours, returned Wednesday 
night to Andrews Air Force 
Base, and drove straight to toe 
White House to report to Presi­ 
dent Nixon. 
That Kissinger found some 
grounds for at least modest op­ 
timism was suggested by White 
House Press Secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler. 
“Further meetings will be an­ 
nounced as they are held,” said 
Ziegler, indicating Kissinger 
envisioned further Paris ses­ 
sions. 
The1 president’s assistant for 
national security affairs left for 
Paris Tuesday but his mission 
was announced a day later. 
Wednesday's meeting was a 
long one—perhaps further evi­ 
dence that the negotiations 
were taking a serious turn. 
Sitting down with Kissinger 
were Le Due Tho, a leading 
member of North Vietnam’s po- 
litburo, 
and 
Xuan 
Thuy, 
Hanoi’s chief negotiator at the 
more formal peace talks that 
were resumed last Thursday 
after having been suspended 
more than two months. 
Kissinger's meeting with the 
North Vietnamese was his first 
since the United States broke 
off formal talks in early May. 
Within days, the United States 
mined the harbors of North 
Vietnam. 
Before going to Paris, Kissin­ 
ger told reporters he saw some 
reason to believe that Hanoi 
might be willing to take a new 
approach to the 'peace negotia­ 
tions. 
Kissinger said at the time the 
United States would prefer to 
reach an agreement that would 
halt military activities in In­ 
dochina, leaving ultimate politi­ 
cal solutions to be negotiated 
by the Vietnamese themselves.

In New Plants 
INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Elk­ 
hart and Marion counties led 
the state in the number of new 
industries and industrial ex­ 
pansions last year, a study pre­ 
pared by the Indiana Depart­ 
ment of Commerce shows.
